steepness factor ranging from less than 36 to about 30 about 30 to le ss than about 36 ; 
and a second pigment component comprising particulate precipitated calcium 
carbonate (PCC) having a psd steepness factor ranging from about 55 to about 75 and 
a d50 not greater than 0.5um. 
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35. (Currently Amended) A method for preparing a coating composition 
comprising mixing at least one particulate pigment comprising a mixture of: 

a first pigment component comprising particulate ground calcium carbonate 

(GCC) having a particle size distribution (psd) steepness factor ranging from less than 

36 to about 30 about 30 to le ss than about 36 ; and a second pigment component 

comprising particulate precipitated calcium carbonate (PCC) having a psd steepness 

factor ranging from about 55 to about 75 and a d50 not greater than 0.5um,and at least 

one binder into an aqueous liquid medium and then preparing a suspension 

of the solid components therein. 

36. (Currently Amended) A method for preparing a coated product,

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pigment and at least one binder, wherein the particulate pigment comprises a mixture 
of: a first pigment component comprising particulate ground calcium carbonate 
(GCC) having a particle size distribution (psd) steepness factor ranging from less than 
36 to about 30 about 30 to l oss than about 36 ; and a second pigment component 
comprising particulate precipitated calcium carbonate (PCC) having a psd steepness 
factor ranging from about 55 to about 75 and a d50 not greater than 0.5um. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The instant 
application disclose a pigment mixture, which comprises of a first pigment component 
comprising particulate ground calcium carbonate (GCC) having a particle size 
distribution (psd) steepness factor ranging from less than 36 to about 30; and a second 
pigment component comprising particulate precipitated calcium carbonate (PCC) having 
a psd steepness factor ranging from about 55 to about 75 and a d50 not greater than 
0.5um. the closest art is WO 00/66510 to Lyons et al. Lyons et al. disclose a 
composition comprising ground calcium carbonate (GCC) particles and precipitated 
calcium carbonate (PCC) particles. The calcium carbonates particles have a steepness 
factor larger than about 38 for GCC and 50 for PCC. The median particle size of both 
calcium carbonates is less than 0.8 urn (page 5, lines 14-16, page 8, lines 15-17 and 
page 9, line 5). The prior art is silent that the GCC with a steepness of less than 36 to 
about 30.
